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Artist Statement 


I have always been interested in the cast-offs of heavy industry. Objects like broken 
matching parts or large abstract forms from industrial facilities have always intrigued 
me. What I find the most fascinating in these pieces is that they are sculptural but were 
never designed to be. They have lost their identity with their original function. 


During my MFA I have been exploring under Peter Hide many different ways of 
combining metal and wood. By narrowing down my choice of steel to cast iron I have 
been able to get away from using metal as a decoration and a casing for the wood. 
Instead, I have begun to treat the metal as a integral part, if not the core of my work. I 
begin by selecting the metal and then work wood around it using the metal as a starting 
point and template, joining the two materials in such a way that they appear to be of the 
same nature and form. With the wood emerging from the metal they become one 
integrated, dynamic whole. This gives the work a new purpose, making it unique, not 
just another functional piece from another machine. I would like the viewer to wonder 
what the new function of the piece is, rather than mentally separating the functionality of 


the metal from the wood.
